WASHINGTON m - Air defense 
jet fighters in the United States 
now are armed with atomic mis­ 
siles designed to destroy enemy 
bombers with thousands of tons 
of nuclear fury.

wherev er required for air defen.*?p 
and that they are being stored 
immediately adjacent to the units 
which Will u.se them. 
Next Door 
This can mean only one thing: 
Citizens are going to hav e to liv e 
next door to storehouses for m an’s 
mightiest weapons. 
This patently was the reason for 
the Defense Department casting 
aside its usual high secrecy and 
informing the public of the m atter. 
The desire is to assure the neigh­ 
bors that they are safe, or relativ e­ 
ly so. The Pentagon said the danger 
of accident is v irtually non-existent. 
Along with that, the department 
sought to head off fear that nuclear 
air bursts, fired at approaching 
planes, might k ill the people the 
weapons are intended to protect. 
The explanation here was that the 
point at which the nuclear rock ets 
w oiid burst would be too high to 
injure those on the ground. 
Until the official announcement, 
there had been little indication that 
American 
weaponeers 
had, pro­ 
gressed so far and so swiftly in the 
dev elopment of atomic anti-bomber 
missiles. Only two years ago the 
Atomic Energy Commission (AEC) 
and the Defense Department were 
just beginning to explore the prob­ 
lem with some tentativ e tests. 
High Tests 
These initial high altitude tests 
were made at the AEC’s Nev ada 
prov ing grounds. 
They obv iously 
were followed up by intensiv e crea­ 
tion of actual ordnance at such 
places as the Sandia Special Wea­ 
pons Projects Laboratory in New 
Mexico. 
Perfection of the 
anti-aircraft 
missiles mentioned by Wilson is 
going forward at the Army’s v ari­ 
ous missile centers, including the 
White Sands, N. M., missile prov ­ 
ing grounds.

"The Congress gave evidence of a high sense 
of-resp onsibility when it p lowed into the ad­ 


ministration’s handling of the Middle East p rob­ 
lem, calling for and getting a cards-on-the-table 
ccmference with President Eisenhower and his 
administration aides. 
The administration may have sound reasons 
for giving Israel the back of its hand in re­ 
sp ect to the Gulf of Aqaba and the Gaza Strip . 
There may be justification for what looks like 
ap p easement of Egy p t’s Col. Nasser. But such 
p ositions do not square with the understanding 
of the rank and file of Americans and much 
more and much clearer light needs to be shed 
on the whole matter. 


As the op en record stands Col. Nasser de­ 
liberately p lugged the Suez Canal to the con­ 
siderable detriment of the West. His forces 
in the p ast have fired on Israeli vessels and 
others seeking access out of the Gulf of Aqaba 
to the Suez canal and have u.sed the Gaza Strip 
to mount destructive forays over the Israel 
border. Such actions in resp ect to Aqaba ship ­ 
p ing and restricticm of the canal have all tiie 
outward earmarks of a flagrant violation of 
the international guarantees of the canal and 
of Nasser's own earlier p romises. 
If there are justifications, therefore, for what 
ap p ears to be official .American criticism of 
Israel and indulgence of Nasser it is time they 
were made p ublic.

Kuchel said the p lan 
would “ emasculate” the ability 
of the Central Valley Project to 
sup p ly “ p reference customers 
such as municip ally owned u ^ t i es^j^nd ^p iuld 
imp ose financial p enalties on w f Wfifrit ^ v - 
ernraent itself.” Under the Interior Dep artment 
p lan, the p ower p lant of the $225 million unit 
now under construction would be develop ed by 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Comp any.

recommendation, Sen. Kuchel added, “is fraught 
with many p erils.”

The language may be harsh and biunt but it 
does go directly to Ike’s p artnership p rogram.

tangible results in the field of electric p roduc­ 
tion is most timely. 


It is a fair question to p ut to the Atomic 
Energy Commission why this nation which led 
the field and continues to be the West’s major 
factor in nuclear p rogress ha^ fallen behind a 
number of nations in the ap p lication of its dis­ 
coveries to p eaceful uses. 
It is a resp ectful 
question that Nebraska can raise inasmuch as 
one of its major p ublic p ower agencies—Consum­ 
ers—is a p ioneer among the ap p licants to p ut 
atomic energy to p ractical test.

According to the St. Louis Post-Disp atch Sen­ 
ator Gore said flatly that no large scale atomic 
energy p lant is under construction in the United 
States with p rivate funds. He called p ublicity to 
the contrary a “Madison avenue smoke screen.” 


The heralded Ship p ingp ort p lant in Pennsyl- 
vania, according to Sen. Gore, is neither an ex- 
amp le of p rivate construction nor a child of the 
p resent Atomic Energy Commission. The p lant 
he said is not being built under the Eisenhower 
administration's 1954 Atomic Energy .\ct, but 
; under Ibc now sup erceded McMahon Act. More- 
over, it is not a p rivately financed p lant, but is 
being built by the use of p ublic funds. 


This is not to say that p rivate enterp rise is 
the villain in the p iece. Unquestionably p rivate 
enterp rise is not averse to being a major figure 
in such a tremendous field of p ower 
But it 
does imp ly that there are unrealistic factors 
which have not been eliminated and non-p rogress 
IS the result. 


If the current hearing brings those errors to 
full light in a way that will foster early correc­ 
tion it will have achieved a great p urp ose. 


The Main Point 


What was first believed to have been faulty 
wiring has now been changed by an ofricial 
op inion that it was a hot, unp rotected steam 
p ip e that caused the death of numerous oc­ 
cup ants of the Council Blufis nursing home. 


Everyone is interested to know just what 
caused the fire, but so much emp hasis on that 
side of the story tends to obscure the real con­ 
cern. There are too many instances of fires in 
nursing homes. The Council Bluffs holocaust 
was just another of many. Almost concurrently 
a similiar fire at the Warrenton, Mo., nursing 
home took scores of lives. Last July 12 p ersons 
lost their lives in a nursing home fire at Puxico, 
Mo. and late in 1952 eighteen died at Hillsboro. 
One could name others. 


Nursing homes are an outgrowth of the na­ 
tion’s p ublic welfare p rogram—a resultant that 
wa.s not carefully thought out nor p rop erly p ro­ 
vided for. Public allowances were made for the 
aged and infirm, but there have been neither 
realistic p rovisions for their sp ecial security 
or for the economics of the service. The in­ 
active aged require more than average p ro­ 
tection. Private or p ublic housing for them must 
be sup er safe. If p resent allowances for the 
keep of these p eop le do not afford such facilities 
then it is a p ublic resp onsibility to p rovide the 
make-diflerence.

Congress Cracks 


Down On President 


W’ASHINGTON - President Ei­ 
senhower flew back to Washing­ 
ton for his conference with con­ 
gressional leaders on the Middle 
East crisis only after Democrats 
among them rejected his other 
suggestions for it. 
The 
initial 
feelers 
from 
the 
White House p rop osed these alter­ 
natives: 
1. That Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles be invited to exp lain 
the situation to ap p rop riate com­ 
mittees. 
2. That congressional leaders fly 
to the South Georgia scene of the 
President’s quail shooting and golf­ 
ing vacation for a Middle East 
briefing. 
The reaction of the op p osition 
p arty w*as that both p lans mini­ 
mized the role of Congress and the 
seriousness of the situation. They 
rep lied in short and icy sentences. 
It could be assumed, they sug­ 
gested, that the President thought 
the situation was urgent or he 
Mould not bring Congress Into it. 
In that case, they said, it re- 
oMi'-ed the p resence of the Presi-

and thip

Senate Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson also asked that the two 
ranking members of the commit- 
tee.s sp ecified—House Foreign Af­

Ap p rop riations—be 
invited with the leaders. The orig­ 
inal White 
House 
invitation

cluded only the chairmen and the 
ranking Rep ublicans of these com­ 
mittees. 
The result was to bring into the 
conference the bitterest critic of 
the Eisenhower Middle East doc­ 
trine and of Secretary Dulles. He 
is Senator William Fulbright of 
A.rkansas. 
Fulbright got the Senate to ap ­ 
p rove lUs resolution for a full- 
dress review of Middle East p olicy 
during the last 10 y ears, to begin 
after the p resent Senate debate 
on the Middle East. His indict- 
ments of Dulles have been con­ 
sistently caustic. 


The President also faced in the 
conference on Israel two other in­ 
fluential senators—Harry F. Byrd 
of Virginia and Richard B. Rus­ 
sell of Georgia—who have made 
clear their doubts about the neces­ 
sity and wisdom of his Middle 
East moves. 
In rare amity , they have joined 
with the p arty ’s liberals to make 
imp ortant substantive changes in 
the President’s Middle East resolu­ 
tion. The President and Dulles 
have had to accep t the changes 
to get the resolution.

Ho w many irrigatio n wells will 
Nebraska’s gro undwater reso urces 
suppo rt during no rmal precipita­ 
tio n perio ds? 
This is the majo r questio n to day 
facing irrigato rs, well drillers, ge­ 
o lo gists, and lenders o f mo ney fo r 
well Installatio ns. 
And, L. F. Kulish, senio r engi­ 
neer appraiser fo r the Federal 
Land Bank o f Omaha, indicates 
the answer is blo cked ty two ma­ 
jo r items: 
The Reaso ns 
Nebraska’s failure to date to in­ 
vest sufficient funds in research 
activities to gather info rmatio n o n 
the subject, and the large increase 
recently in number o f wells and 
in water withdrawals. 
Speaking befo re a sho rt co urse 
o f irrigatio n well drillers at the 
Nebraska Well Drillers Asso cia­ 
tio n annual co nference in Linco ln 
Wednesday 
afterno o n, K u l i s h 
praised the wo rk being do ne by 
the University o f Nebraska’s Co n­ 
servatio n and Survey Divisio n in 
co -o peratio n with the U.S. Geo l'-g- 
^ 
ical Survey Divisio n. 
But, he asked, are we giving 
adequate financial suppo rt to their 
research activities? 
$46,000 Fo r Research 
Kulish po inted o ut that in 1956 
the state and federal co ntributio n 
—o n a matching basis — to taled 
$46,000 fo r gro undwater research 
in Nebraska. 
This figure, he said, co mpares 
with $98,000 in Kansas- $92,000 in 
Co lo rado ; $74,000 
in 
Oklaho ma; 
$202,000 in New Mex ico ; and $286,- 
000 in Tex as. 
“ No t ano ther o f these neighbo r­ 
ing states has the gro undwater re­ 
so urces o r the irrigatio n well ac­ 
tivity that Nebraska do es, with the 
ex ceptio n perhaps o f Tex as,’’ he 
said. 
“ Our demands o n the geo lo gists 
are greater and o ur needs fo r tech­ 
nical info rmatio n fro m the Co nser­ 
vatio n and Survey Divisio n are 
greater.’* 
$114 Millio n In Wells 
Kulish also ex plained that Ne­ 
braska has an investment o f ap­ 
pro x imately $114 millio n in irriga­ 
tio n wells, “ but y et we are wily 
spending fo ur hundredths o f o ne 
per cent o f this investment in re­ 
search.” 
In co mpariso n, he estimated that

Turning to increased well ac­ 
tivity , he said that in the mid-' 
;40’s an average well in central 
i Nebraska was pumping 340 to 350.

Farmers p lanning to enter hogs 
in the midwe^ mark et hog show 
at Fremont March 1, might as well 
select their entries now. 
This suggestion comes from K.

An entry consists of three hogs 
—barrows and/or gilts. They must 
weigh between 190 and 240 p ounds 
when weighed in at the show, 
Fouts says. 
In selecting hogs to enter the

ed for each hog. Gain may be 
p ushed for some and held back 
for others as needed. 
Fouts suggests selecting more 
than the three hogs needed for an 
entry. They can be fed together 
and the final choice made at the 
time of the show.

One Attempt Fails
